MO WAR WITH CHILI. 

The Complications Can Be 
Settled Diplomatically. 



MINISIfiB EOAN HEARD fROM.

Washinutun, Sept. 30.— It i» now nn-

Monday the aitnation wm 
criticAl but further detoila of the matter 
cabled to the atate department since 
then hy Minister Egan, have eased the 
minds of tlie presidMit and those who 
attended the htirriedly-oidled ooiif«r«noe 
Monday Mid a p«aoeabl« adjoatflMBl of 
tha dlfBculty ia lookad fbr. 

Bat the goTammant doea not latMd 
to taka any chances in being nnpr^and 
for trouble .tiid a dispatch has been aent 
to the cominandHr of the United States 
■hip Saa Francisco, which arrived at 
Payta yesterday on her way north to 
Ban Francisco via Acapulco to either re- 
main at Payta or return to Valparaiso. 
When tha navy department waa closed 
yesterday afternoon nu answer to the 
dispatch had been received and the de- 
partment ofBcials are doubtful of its 
having beeb delivered before the vessel 
proceeded on her journey northward. 

The government, it ia understood, 
considers the arrest by the Chilian 
authorities of two servants of Minister 
Egan's official household, a serions 
aiiront that must be dealt with hruily. 
It is at a lorn, however, to find any 
definit« precedents on which to base its 
protest, although it is firmly convinced 
that such a matter is serious enough to 
demand more than a vigorous protest 
should the ChiUaoa attMnpt to dafand 
their action. 

A case somewhat similar came before 
the atate department while Mr. Seward 
held that porttulio. A servant of the 
American It- nation in Hayti was arrest- 
ed on a groundless char»<e and Mr. 
Seward made a strong protest, demand- 
ing an explanation. The matter was 
compromised by an apology from the 
Baytien guvernment bot'ore the question 
of the rights of the United States had 
been settled. 

Another case concerned the arrest of 
an einnlove of the United States legation 
in Maarid when Mr. Adee, the present 
setotiil HusiMtaiit Bt'cretary of state, was 
au uttHche there. The employe in ques 
tion w;i<; u .Spaniard, who was employed 
as a lueHsen^^er at the legation. Ue wua 
arrested c harmed with attempting to 
evade duty in the Spanish army. Mr. 
Adee complained to the Spanish minister 
for foreign affairs and the employe was 
was released before the question of 
stature of employes of foreign legations 
was settled. 

Several other cases have also been 
brought before the state department 
but no definite settlement of the main 
feature in tham wa8 had, the only point 
decided bumg that when a government 
oontemplated the arrest of an employe 
of a foreign legation within its jurisdic- 
tion, it shall first so inform the person 
in charge of the legation. The Chilian 
government, judging from the meagre 
mformation obtainable, does not seem 
to have iiifotined Minister Egan of its 
intentioubi, i.nd if this be true, the 
United States baa what aaMBS to be a 

good case. 

At the headquartiTS of the Chilian 
junta legation here it was stated last 
night that nothin^^ bearing on the San- 
ti&go trouble had l)een received from the 
home Kovornment. The secretary, Julio 
Foster. Haid he did not believe there was 
any seriotiB trouble between the United 
States and ( hili. Mr. Foster was par- 
ticularly severe in his strictures upon 
Minister Egi>n. He said he believed Mr. 
E(;an had exagKerated the whole mat- 
tar so as to get the administration to 
taka up his cau>>u and relieve him from 
the embarrassment consequent upon the 
attitude he had aMIIIMd as a fmod of 
Balmaceda. 

The jwonle of Chili, he said, knew Mr. 
Egan and had no confidence in him nor 
respect for him. They felt that he was 
largely res|")iisible for the war, because, 
as a friend of Balmaceda, he had en- 
couraged him to acts of hostility and as- 
Hure<l him of the sympathy of the United 
Statt'H. He had excited the displeasure 
of the people of Chili by his extraordin- 
ary courwe, and if there was a rupture 
between the two countries it will be en- 
tirely his fault. Mr. Egan had aided 
and abetted Halmaccda. Mr. Foster said, 
and had enlisted his Yankee follow- 
ers in Balmaceda'H cause as spiea and in 
other capacities. His whole condtict 
had been such as to arouse national iit- 
dignation, and some of the men he wad 
protecting from punishment for viola- 
tion of tlie law are, Mr. Foster said, 
charged with beiiiK boies and aseassiuB. 

Mr. Foster ex|iresHed an opinion that 
Mr. Enim wa.i trymg to retrieve the for- 
tunes (jf himself and others he lnduce<l 
to take up tlio c ause of Balmaceda by 
kicking up a disturbance. "Mr. Egan 
should have been recalk'<l long ago," he 
said. "Had another man been sent to 
Chili as soon as it was diftcovered how 
Mr. Egan was meddling with the Chilian 
affairs, there would be no sort of trouble 
between these twxi countries. I cannot 
andarituuil why the administration 
keeps him there to affront our people. 
You may depend upon it that Chili will 
reapect law and order, and not do any- 
thing which ie not warranted by the 
circumstances, but sha will not be 
bluffed b\ any peremptory demand made 
by the tluited States upon mlsrepre- 
■Mitattoaa Mr. Bgan."

Mr. J. T. Williams, Town Marshal of 
Vamon, Texas, arrived in Maysville at 
noon yesterday, having' in cii.wtody the 
notorious Hiley Miu kiin, who is badly 
wanted by the authorities at Mt. Olivet 
to answer the charge of murdering George 
Weisbrodt at Blue Lick Springs last 
July. Tiie particulars of the killing are, 
of course, fresh in the minds of our read- 
ers. Mf.WnHittM arrested Maeklin at 

the Iionic i)f Mrs. Skinner, about twenty- 
five miles from Vernon, in Texas. Mrs. 
Skinner is a daughter of Mr. Neal Ben- 
ninggall, of Robertson County. Maek- 
lin waved tlie formality of procuring 
requisition papers and he and Williams 
started for Kentucky on Saturday even- 
ing. Mr. Williams kept his prisoner 
safely handcu fled while en route, and at 
night he would fasten Maeklin to the car 
seat with a trace chain, which he tied 
about his feet and then lodMd with a 
good old-fashioned pad-lock. 

The coming of Maeklin and party was 
expecte<l and tli(> people of Mt. Olivet 
all turned out to see them. Maeklin has 
been indicted lor murder in both Nicho- 
las and Robertson, as there is some 
doubt as to which county the killing oc- 
curred in. 

The Magistrates of Robertson County 
will meet Monday week and allowed a$50 
reward to Mr. Williams for his services. 
Besides the State will pay him a reward 
of $200, for the capture. Mr. Williams 
left for Frankfort this morning to draw 
his money. Mr. Williams had no one 
with him for assistance, and he says he 
<lid not sleep much on th(^ road. Wil- 
liams is about thirty years of age, of 
meditmi ataftnit, has an eye like an eagle 
and looks like an officer able to discharge 
his duties under any circumstances.

St. Pktkrsburo. Sept. 80.— The peo- 
ple in the fauiine districts are reduced 
to eating Bweepingo and refuse from 
flour mills, Tb ia material la ao injuriona 
that oattla •!« not allowed to feed upon 
it. Tb* goTtninMnt Is blamed for not 
jcohiMting tlM •sportlBjIr of ryt baion 
the anpply waa ezh«aated. The famine 
ia not the only cause of distress. A 
plagne has dt-struyed thouHands uf heads 
of cattle and many villages have been 
bamed, the inhabitants being too wank 
from hunger to combat the flama*. 

Bmt7 mlna haye fUlaa and th« 
gioand is BO soaked with water that the 
potatoes are rotting. The price of 
fotaiOM baa already dontded and k atill 



Tm peaaant boaidi bave mt petitions 
to the ministry praying tiaat the taxes 
and arrean of tazee may 'oe wiped oat. 
Tbe petitionen declare that tbe gorera- 
menf will be obliged to maintala ttie 
iaporerishad people for f o n rtee a 
months, and that it will be utterly im- 
possible for them to pay the taxes. 

▲ ota«alar haa been iasoed by the min- 
M« of fhe Interior which ennmerates 
thirteen governments In wbiob tbe peo- 
ple are completely famine stridmi and 
ei|^t in which a partial famine prevails. 

The great fair which is annually held 
«k Nijno>NoTgored. and whloh is attend- 
ed by merobanti and dealen firom all 
parti of Bsada waa a faOnre this year. 
Tbiawaa due to the great number of 
baakmpli and their oonaegnent with- 
drawal from trade. 

In many Tillages the peasiants hare 
naOed up their huts and left their com- 
munes to sconre the coantrv in search of 
work. Hundreds of them have failed in 
their search, and are begging along the 
roadsides. In numerous oases the seed 
oon which was furnished the peasants 
brf the goTenunent has been eaten in- 
•tead of plaatadtaad tha land ia lying 
fallow. 

Notwithstanding these terrible condi- 
tions, taxes continue to be extorted from 
the starving people. Everything is 
taken from them to satisfy the tax- 
gatherers. Where the peaHants display 
any unwillingness to pay, the collectors 
resort to force to extort the money. 
The knout is extensivelv used by the 
olBcers of the tax oolleciMiig d usrim e n t 
of Russia. 

Whole towns containing from SOiOOO 
to 50,000 are petitloaiug the government 
to allow them to mifpate to China or 
elsewhere. 

Suicide has become enormously rife 
einoe the famine set in, but no statistics 
have been prejiared. and it ia impossible 
to arrive at any reliable data of this or 
any other form of misery oxietfng 
among the poor.
